Toronto, Ont., Aug. 1.—An important case 
testing the validity of United States divorces 
in Canada will be tried here on Sept. 10. 

Minnie Woods, the defendant, is charged 
with having been married on Canadian soil 
for the second time while her first husband 
was alive, a divorce having been obtained in 
Detroit and in the belief that her first mar- 
Triage was thereby annulled. 

The crown authorities take the view that 
when a Canadian who is married in the do- 
minion goes to the United States courts to ob- | 
tain a divorce he or she on remarrying in 
Canada during the lifetime of a former hus-

Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—The Navy de- ' 
partment has refused to accede to Admiral 
Schiey’s suggestion that the language in 
the fifth specification of the precept to the 
court of inquiry be modified. 

The Admiral in his letter challenges that | 
specification, which states as a fact that 
he had disobeyed orders, and suggested that 
‘it be modified. The department in its reply 
declines to make the suggested modification 
on the ground that according to the official 
records Admiral Schley himself acknowl- 
edged he had disobeyed orders. The disobe- 
dience of orders was an established fact, 
whether willingly or unwillingly. 

The department's action, it is stated, while 
technically declining Admiral Schley's sug- 
gestion, in fact amounts to an amendment on 
the lines pointed out by him.’ The corre- 
spondence will form a part of the record and 
in fact is a supplement to the precept and of
